FOR 
HOG CHOLERA. 
n o g cholera is getting in its deadly 
ravages in a good many section-,* and 
a word ahunt the serum treatm ent may 
be welcome to some who live in sec­ 
tions w here the disease is spreading. 
A n u m b er of state legislatures b a re “ct , 
aside a fund to '-over the cost *>f the 
m an u fa ctu re of the serum, the slate 
veterinary departm ent m aking the se 
rum and selling it to farm ers of Hi*’ 
j state at cost. 
The Nebraska Agricul­ 
tural college at Lincoln lins recently 
issued a timely little bulletin on the 
subject, and the following data, while 
taken from this publication, is of geti- 
j oral interest and would apply to any 
1 section. To secure a serum of uniform 
quality it is necessary to mix Hie four 
bleeding* from each hog, then mix 
j those from ji num ber of hogs and test 
j carefully before sending out.
